The S*n Francisco Board of Water 


Commissioners are studying op aomt 
plan to better provide that city with 
water. 
They have been receiving 


propositions from various water com- 
panies, none of which have as yet been 
accepted. We notice that our irre- 
pressible Von Schmidt, he of the 
elaborate engineering scheme, and 
ho -who proposes to impair the vested 
right of riparian owners along the 
banks of the Truckee is on hand. His 
scheme, as explained to the Water 
Commissioners a day or two ago, was 
substantially as follows: 


Colonel Yon Schmidt, on behalf of 


the Lake Tahoe Company, outlined 
tho proposition of his company. He 
desired to corroct the statement of 
Mr. Angell that Colonel Buckley 
built the White Pine Water Works. 
It was his work and Col. Buckley 
was merely one of his assistants. He 
proposed to bring the water from the 
lake to the bed of the Truckee river, 
where it would diverge into a canal 
lined with stone through tho Sierra 
Nevada mountains. 
It would be 


neciessury to bore n tunnel four miles 
long. The water would then he ta- 
ken to the south fork of the Amer- 
ican river, thence along 12 miles to 
Placer county. A canal would take 
the water to Auburn, whore it would 
enter pipes five feet in diameter. He 
proposed to go down by the way of 
Sacramento, avoiding *,he American 
river* tunneling the Sacramento river 
and cornu down in a line almost par- 
allel with the railroad to Beuicia, 
cross the narrow point to the opposite 
side of the straits by means of a 
tunuel. thence along San Publo flats 
to Oakland, tunnel to Goat Island, 
or cross further down tho bay to the 
San Bruno mountains. If the latter

were carried 
out it 


would bo 
necessary to use sub- 


merged pipes with flexible joints 
The distance by the Goat Island plan 
is about six miles. He did not think 
tho pipe* would corrode if covered 
with asphaltunl, which the company
